Grenada, Kosciusko sees 

building projects evolve 


Community support for two recent building projects at the 
Attala Educational Center and at the Grenada Center 
have made it possible for Holmes Community College to 
add to its class offerings in those areas. 

At Kosciusko, crews began clearing the area in front of 
the facility and making it more appealing and office space 
has been built on the front of the building. 

“I’m excited about this project, because I’m excited about 
the support we are always given here in Attala County 
and Kosciusko,” Holmes Community College President 
Dr. Glenn F. Boyce said. “The support we receive from 
this community is amazing,” Boyce said. Boyce credited 
the Attala County Board of Supervisors with the initial 
idea to build a campus in the area. They had the vision 
and came to me and said they wanted to have this over 
here. There aren’t too many supervisors that come to me 
and offer to give me money. They really had a great vision 
for what this could become.” 

Boyce confirmed the facility would include classrooms 
and nursing labs, a media center, a board meeting room 
(which could hold 10 to 12 people), computer labs, an 
entrepreneurial center with several incubators, a 
workforce training space and a community meeting room 
(with a capacity of 175). “I want that community room to 
be used by the community,” Boyce said. “I could see us 
bringing in some major speakers and having a speaker 
night. We will have some musical performances in there 
also, but we are a little limited in what we can do in that 


space because the ceilings are so low.” Wh e 
discussing possible programs for the campus, Boy c ! 
said the GED program and several medical program 
would be included. He also mentioned weldinq 
industrial maintenance, truck driver training and a 
handy man academy as workforce training programs 
Boyce said an offshore training program is possible 
for the location. 

“We are making a significant in-kind investment as 
well,” Boyce said. “We are working hard to get it ready 
as soon as we can. Our goal is to open in August. We 
will be in by the fall for sure, and we will be full force 
by January of 2015.” 

Holmes received a $1.6 million grant from the 
Department of Commerce’s Economic Development 
Administration for the renovation of the Milwaukee 
Tool building and subsequent move of the Attala 
Educational Center to that facility. The Attala 
Educational Center, a 5,000 square foot facility 
currently located on Highway 12, will be relocated to 
76,000 square foot facility on Jefferson Street. 

The Grenada Center’s $8.5 million dollar facility 
began being utilized in Spring 2013 and has quickly 
made its mark at the Grenada Center. The building 
features three biology labs, a computer lab, seven 
faculty offices, an audio-visual room and a stepped 
conference room. The facility will also house the 
physical therapy assistant program. 
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Interior design program 
makes move to Ridgeland 


Holmes Community College has designed a curriculum 
to appeal to students who want a career based in artistry 
and engineering. 

Starting in the fall, the Ridgeland campus will offer a 
program in interior design, a field that takes students well 
beyond what colors or styles look good together. 
Students accepted into the interior design program can 
receive a one-year certificate that will take them directly 
into the work force or take additional coursework to earn 
a two-year Associate of Arts (AAS) degree. The 
program’s design affords the graduates of the one-year 
certificate the opportunity to work while completing their 
AAS online. 

“Holmes is the first in the state to offer an interior design 
degree on the community college level,” said instructor 
Heather Mooney, who designed the curriculum from the 
ground up, just like the buildings students will work with 
in the program. 

The course work, which is part of the Engineering 
T echnology Department, will include instruction for 17-18 
credit hours each semester and give students the needed 
skills in computer applications, drafting and graphic 
techniques. Students will follow classroom work with a 
one-semester internship, giving them on-the-job 
experience before they enter the working world. 

The aim of the program is to give students the skills 
needed to apply artistic principles and techniques to the 
professional planning, designing, equipping and 
furnishing of residential and commercial spaces. 
“Students can take their certificates and work for retailers, 
hotels, design companies, architecture firms and 
hospitals,” Mooney said. “Designers can draw buildings 
up to 5,000 square feet without an architectural stamp.” 


Mooney said that the possibilities for work in th 
field are more wide-ranging than people ml 
realize. To prepare for the many opportunity! 
afforded by the work force, students will desion 
layouts, learn building codes and determine how the 
elements of a building or space should function. 
Interior design does require that students possess 
a creative bent. However, natural-born drawing 
talents aren’t a prerequisite, Mooney said. “I can 
teach you to draw on a computer, but you need that 
spark of creativity. That creativity comes into play 
as students establish their own sense of intenor 
design style through the program. “ 

Through the summer internship, students will gam 
the confidence needed to sell themselves and their 
sense of style to potential employers. 

The Interior Design Program will be capped at 20 
students. The program is one that is applicable for 
students coming to Holmes directly out of high 
school or for older students looking to switch careers 
or re-enter the work force. 

“With today’s strong emphasis on design, 
remodeling and renovation, we believe that the 
Interior Design Technology program at Ridgeland 
will fill a niche for creative students who desire to 
work in the field of interior design,” commented 
Sherrie Cheek, Vice President of Career/T echnicai 
Programs at Holmes. “The support from local 
businesses and designers has been quite 
impressive, and we expect such partnerships to 
both strengthen and expand.”

Critical care paramedic 


program at Ridgeland 


A pilot program on the Ridgeland Campus of Holmes 
Community College is defining the enhanced level of 
care that the state’s first critical care paramedics will 
need to do their jobs and save more lives. 

The 2013 Mississippi Legislature passed a law allowing 
for the licensure of critical care paramedics, and the first 
class began in January in the semester-long program. 
The hours these paramedics spend in classrooms now 
will allow critically ill patients to receive more advanced 
care as they are rushed to the hospital. 

“Holmes is laying the groundwork for the state so there 
will be a good quality course for other colleges in the 
state to follow,” said Mark Galtelli, the college’s program 
director of emergency medical technology. “We are 
honing a written curriculum to put it into practice in the 
field.” 

The inaugural class of 14 is mostly comprised of 
paramedics who currently fly on medical helicopters 
across the state. Students have come from Sardis, 
Eupora, Vicksburg, Meadville and cities close to the 
Ridgeland campus. 

“These paramedics are already actively taking care of 
sick patients and this course will only enhance their 
capabilities,” Galtelli said. “They will treat the sickest of 
the sick.” 

Certain procedures, like the insertion of chest tubes that 
can now only be done in a hospital, can be started in 
route by certified critical care paramedics, saving 
precious minutes for patients, he said. 

Stephen Houck of Gluckstadt, a paramedic since 2006, 
has worked for University of Mississippi Medical 
Center’s Air Care for three years. “This program gives 


us a wider scope of practice. It allows us to qk 
patients more advanced care and more advance! 
drugs before they get to the hospital. We will be able 
to give all pharmacological drugs that nurses give b 
outside of the hospital.” 

The enhanced level of care and procedures that 
certified critical care paramedics can provide tc 
patients in transport “can make a huge difference m 
a patient’s life,” Houck said. “The scope of practice 
is one of the most advanced in the country.” 

“It’s as advanced as you can get,” Galtelli said. “Ifs 
highly technical and highly repetitious.” 
Paramedics must have three years of experience tc 
enter the course. Those who complete the classroom 
work and 90 hours of clinical work will have to pass 
national certification to be designated a critical care 
paramedic. 

The semester course not only gives the paramedics 
book knowledge “but first-hand knowledge as weir 
as the students share their work experiences, Houck 
said. “The great thing is we’re getting people from al‘> 
over the state.” 

Galtelli said there is a demand for training for critical 
care paramedics in the state “and having trained 
personnel will transfer into more demand. There will 
be a demand for this course for a long time to come.' 
The next session for critical care paramedic training 
will be held during the fall semester on the Ridgeland 
campus of Holmes Community College. For more 
information about the program, contact Galtelli at 
mgaltelli@holmescc.edu or call (601) 605-3331.

$1 million Aspen prize 


Holmes Community College has been recognized as 
one of the top two-year colleges in the country and is 
now competing for a $1 million prize. 

The Aspen Institute is seeking to reward the best of the 
best with its 2015 Aspen Prize for Community College 
Excellence. The Washington, D.C., based education and 
policy studies organization recently named Holmes 
among the top 150 community colleges that deliver 
exceptional student outcomes. 

Those top schools are now eligible to compete for the 
$1 million prize that is considered the nation’s signature 
recognition of high achievement and performance 
among America’s two-year colleges. The award will be 
announced in early 2015. 

“With over 1,100 community colleges nationwide, this 
invitation speaks volumes about our institution,” said Dr. 
Glenn Boyce, president of Holmes Community College. 
“It is a recognition such as this that continues to validate 
the outstanding reputation of our institution. 

“We understand that it does not come about without hard 
work and real passion for student success.,” he said. 
The Aspen Institute named the top 150 schools after 
analyzing information from each of the nation’s 
community colleges on student learning, certificate and 
degree completion, employment and earnings and high 
levels of access and success for minority and low- 
income students. 

“This opportunity is only given to 1 50 community colleges 
nationwide and is based on student achievement and 


degree attainment,” Boyce said. “The award wascreat 
to bring attention and focus to high achieving communa 
colleges.” 

By focusing on student success and lifting up models th- 
work, the Aspen Prize honors excellence, stimulate 
innovation and creates benchmarks for measurir 
progress. 

“Students matter a lot,” said Josh Wyner, executh 
director of the Aspen Institute College Excelled 
Program. ‘They matter to individual opportunity, tosoci 
mobility, and to making sure that Americans are driving,] 
our economy forward. 

“Community colleges are serving a number of important] 
functions. Two of the most important are that community 
colleges are training students directly for jobs and 
preparing them for the next step in their education,” Wyner ; 
added. 

As one of the top 150 schools, Holmes has been invitee 
to submit an application for the $1 million prize detailing 
information on the success of its degree and certificate 
programs, the labor market outcomes and studer 
learning. The community college will also demonstrate 
that it delivers exceptional service to all students and 
show how it has continued to improve in student: 
performance and success. 

Based on the applications, 1 0 finalists will be named this 
fall. A distinguished prize jury will select the grand prize 
winner and finalists with distinction. The Aspen Prize was 
first awarded in 2011.

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Over the past 20 years, Dr. Martha Cofer has spent the time in the Holmes Community College Grenada Center classrooms 
serving both as instructor, assistant director and academic dean. She spearheaded Grenada’s arts push by creating the 
Grenada Arts Partnership which allows Holmes and committee members from Grenada to bring superior performances 
to Grenada at Holmes’ Grenada Center. 

Dr. Cofer came to Holmes in 1 994 as a learning and life skills instructor. She has also taught business classes online and 
served as work-based learning coordinator and assistant director at the Grenada Center before becoming academic dean. 
She holds a bachelor’s degree in business administration from the University of Mississippi, a master’s degree in vocational
